Reject the Plan to Establish Their Own
Guaranty Fund—The Mayor on the

The opening session of the American
Bankers' Association, in the big state ball-
roem of the Waldorf-Astoria yesterday
mormng, was large as to attendance and

‘warm as to temperature. Every chair
o the main floor had an occupant,
while all the chairs and sofas in the foyer
under the gallery were filled and even a
large part of the standing room was pre-
empted.

F. 0. Bigelow, the president of the asso-
cistion, who is also president of the First
National Bank of Milwaukee, Wis., ocoupied
the chair. Near him were seated Mayor
McClellan, Lyman J. Gage, United States
Comptroller William Barrett Ridgely, des-
tinad a few minutes later on to figure con-
splcuously in the debate which made this
opening session remarkable for its initial
high temperature; James Stillman, presi-
dent of the National City Bank, who, as
president’ of the New York Clearing House,
was to make a formal speech of greeting on
the part of the bankers of New York; Joseph
C. Hendrix, Alva Trowbridge and a num-
ber of others well known in the financlal
world.

Rishop Potter was down on the programme
to beygin the proceedings of the day with
prayer, but he was not there, and Arch-
deacon Nelson offered the prayer in his
place.

¥.DELITY INSURANCE, FIQUT.

The evant of the session—afterward
referred t) by the bankers as ‘‘the scrap”"—
was <prung by the report of the committee
on fidelity insurance. For several years
back bankers throughout the country
hav~ been more or less dissatisfled with
‘he rates of insurance charged by those
fidelity companies which undertake to
make good the losses from the delinquency
of employees.

Thare was dissatisfaction also with the
form of policies, which, it has been charged
are so drawn as to leave ways by which
the fidelity companies often evade the
reaponsibility.

Since 1808 the association has had this
matter under consideration. One resylt
of this action on the part of the association
was the drawing up of an Amerioan Bankers'
Association form of bond, which the fidelity
companies with more or less bad grace
accepted, although one of the bankers
yesterday said in private conversation
that in many cases that had come to his
knowledge the fidelity companies charged
a higher rate when they made contracts
under this so-called “fireproof " bond.

Anotner result of the interest taken in
this subject by the asasociation was the
appointment of a committee on fidelity
insurance to report particularly on the ad-
visability of the association forming some
sort of an insurance company of its own.

This last proposition has met with a good
deal of opposition. A number of the bank-
ers are reputed to be shareholders in various
fidelity companies; 80 at every conven-
tion where this scheine has beén brought
up for consideration it has been regularly
suppressed in convention, the ments
agailnst it being that it is not within the
scope of the association. '

LESS LIKELIROOD OF PANICH.

We have greater wealth and more re-
sources than ever before, and the way we
have weathiered what has come lately in
this unusual period of readjustment has
strengthened my conviction that the {nnlm
of 1878 and 1893 can hardly be repeated in
this country. is is partly because of very
strong combinations in the industrial and
commercial world, some of which have over-
stepped tgo mark, but which on the whole
have contributed more, 1 think, than any-
thing else to this favorable result.

One mission given by the last conven-
tion to this administration was to work ort.

The annual report of Pinkerton's National
Detective Agency to the American Bankers'
Association, published yesterday, calls
attention to the inereased activity of the
professional forgers during the past year.

8ince the djsbanding of the Becker-

About June 18, 1004, Butman purchased of
Norman W, Harrls & Co., Boston, five $1,000
4 per cent. United States Government bon
and paid for them with a oertificate for
500 shares of the %mman stook of the Chi-
cago and Great Western Railway, issued
June 4, 1904, and duly registered, and a small
amount of money as the difference in value.
It was later discovered that the certificate
was originally issued for 5 shares. The
Pinkertons immediately notified all banke
and brokers in the surrounding citles, an
on June 21, 1004, received a communication
from a brokerage firm of Providence, R. L,
thata man glving the name of Albert Wilson
had attempted to sell to them a certificate
of stock for 500 shares of the commen &
of the Chicago and Gr?t Western Rallway
which had béen reised from 8§ to 500 shares.
As he was undoubt.edl‘y the same party who
swindled Norman W, Harris Co._the
agency caused his arrest and return to Bos-
ton, A search of his person revealed
$6,625 in ourr and two oertificates of
stock, also of the Chicago and Great Western
R{’mway. which were raised from 5 to 500
ahares.

There were only three daylight hold-ups
of banks during the year, but the Pinkertons
falled to catch the man whocarried thro%h
the most important one. An armed bandit,
wearing a falseé beard, entered the Plaza
County Bank of Auburn, Cal,, on May 26
and pointed a revolver at the assistant
cashier, At almost the same moment he
sprang through the cashier's window and
ba%:n empty :a LhMold from trays into a
sack he carried. ile doing so another
bank officer entered and the ‘hold-uﬁ"
ordered him to halt, opened fire on the
cashier and escaped tkrough a window,
taking $6,365 with him.

The report attributes many of the year's
crimes to the recent additions to the “yegg”
burglar.. This class is recruited from the
tramp popuiation, and their number
gradually increased since 1898,

F. H. Ciosby, the famous bank swindler
and mall poudl thief, who is now serving a
two year term in the United States Peni-
tentiary at McNiel's I<land, Washington,
will have the Pinkertons to deal with when
he geta out. The agency has warrants for
him so that when his term expires he can
be taken for trial to St. Louls, Philadelphia
and Asbury Park. Crosby and his wife
are the couple who cut such a swell in
Asbury Park last summer on the proceeds
of Crosby’s big mail pouch mbba‘:};.

The report says that the loss suffered by
the members of the American Bankers'
Association, whioh the Pinkertons protect,
was $66,685 less than the Joss to non-mem-
bers. Members sulfered $28,000 less than
during the previous year.

While walting for tho ambulance Hughes
told the police that he was induced to make
an attack on Wilson by a saloon keeper in
Franklin strest who was hcstile to Wilson
because the latter had oppcsed McCarren,

Ambulance Surgeon Short found Hughes
to be in a critical condition and removed
him to the hoespital. Meanwhile Acting
Police Captain Shephard and Detective
McGrath had begun a searcl for Wilson,
They found him at his home and arrested
him.  On the way to the station house
Wilson declared that he had struck Hughes
in melf-defence, He added that he was
a suflerer from curvature of the spine,
that his chest was incased in a plaster cast,
and that the blow Hughes administered
knocked the wind out of him.

Wilson was held on the charge of assault
and on being arraigned later in the Man-
hattan avenue police court told Magis-
trate O'Reilly that he was extremely sorry
he had been obliged to defend himself with
his cane. His statements were corrobo-
rated by Hawkins and Goodman. The
Magistrate held Wilson in $800 bail for a
hearing next Wednesday.

Kass's Story of Highwaymen Proves a Lie
—Had Lost 8118, He Says.

Yells from a butcher wagon atanding at
Madison avenue and Twenty-seventh street
brought a cop there on the run yesterday
morning.

$113.45 for Mr. Farrington. I put the
money in a pocket of my shirt and drove on
down town.

“At Madison avenue and Twenty-seventh
street I felt in my pocket for the money,
and it wasn't there. I simply did not know
what to do. I co.'dn't afford to lose my
job, and I was afra.d I would get fired. It
ocourred to me that if I fixed up a story of
being held up I could square the thing up
all right.

“I tied my feet and then my hands as
tightly as I could. Then I wrapped my
overcoat around my head and began to
kick against (ne side of the wagon and
yell.”

Kass told his story to Inspector Mec-
Clusky at Headquarters, and a charge of
grand .arceny was made out against him.
He was then sent to Je'ferson Market
court anc there remanded in the custody of
Capt. Cottreii.

Farrington said that the boy had always
been honest, According to Inspector Mec-
